In your own words, quoted in Pub- 
lishers Weekly, we are allegedly "furthering the conspiracy" to kill the President. You 
personally then charge me with at the least being an accessory after the fact of that 
terrible crime. I did not know whether this is real or puffery but the accounts I've 
gotten, admittedly hearsay, of' what the book soys along with still new threats by your 
author that were sent me and I received yesterday have me deeply concerned.' 

With the clear threat in the published interview * got only yesterday I have to be 
concerned about being killed. Ids words, along with the other spuriftus and Insure you 
I believe malicious allegations of assassination involvement, are " will pay for it.T 
I am aware that this can be ambiguous but my knowledge of. your author leads me to be- 
lieve tliat he continues to be the menace I believe he had become more than a half-year 
ago. i’his involves the state of my health, not tliat I think he will kill me. Buf then 
there is also Ids clear irrationality I believe cannot be entirely unknown to you, so 
who can tell* 

Yesterday, sitting and reading a hardback commercialization and exploitation of the 
assassination, the book merely slipped. In tliat simple act that others would not even 
botice the eldn on my forearm peeled back. Hy skin alone is so friable tliat from my 
accidental rubbing m^nose in my sleep it peeld back on my right forearm an^Tinch^ 
one direction and two inches^ ir^he Other direction* Ilerel ^.grazing against the atterx 
doorknob an with the other forearm as X walked out of my small office, and I can walk 
only slowly, 1 did the same tiling to it. In all in recent weeks I have had as many as 
eight complete or halves of 3x3 suigical compresses on both arms to cover refient such 
injuries or tliose that tod clotted, tho latter for meclianical protection.' I have my 
blood tested thrice weekly so the clotting time can be monitored carefully because of 
tho inherent ganger of the medication that keeps me alive and causes the skin condition 
I refer to. The adliesive tape that holds the patch on aft/er the needle is removed causes 
subcutaneous^ tomorrtogLng. The merest contact with anything also does, as anyone who 
has seen me in recent years can tell you* 

flside from other quite serious medical conditions what I tell you above means ttot 
the merest push can kill me. And 1 know your author to be capable of violence* 

I do not know whether when you decided to publish what you cannot have submitted 
to any competent peer review, not asked me anything at all about, you considered what 
those of us you clearly indicate you know are going to be severely damaged by your

Army and In the Supplemental Report signed by Commander Humes^.

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anteriorly and superiorly. None can be visualized on the left Bide 
of the brain and none below a horizontal plane through the floor 
of the anterior fossa of the skull. 

On one of the lateral films of the skull (92), a hole 
measuring approximately 8 ran. in diameter on the outer surface of 
the skull and as much as 20 mm. on the internal surface can be seen 
in profile approximately 100 mm. above the external occipital 
protuberance. The bone of the lower edge of the hole is depressed. 
Also there is, embedded in the outer table of the skull close to 
the lower edge of the hole, a large metallic fragment which on the 
antero-posterior film (9l) lies 25 mm. to the right of the midline. 
This fragment as seen in the latter s film ia round and measures 
6.5 ran. in diameter, Iranediately adjacent to the hole on the 
Internal surface of the skull, there is localized elevation of the 
soft tissues. Small fragments of bone lie within portions of these 
tissues and within the hole itself. These changes are consistent 
with an entrance wound of the skull produced by a bullet similar 
to that of exhibit CE 399. 

The metallic fragments visualized within the right cerebral 
hemisphere fall into two groups. One group consists of relatively 
large fragments, more ox less randomly distributed. The second 
group consists of finely divided fragments, distributed in a 
postero-anterior direction in a region 45 mm. long and 8 ran. wide. 
As seen on lateral film 91 this formation overlies the position of 
the coronal future; its long axis if* extended posteriorly passes 
through the above-mentioned hole. It appears to end ‘anteriorly 
iranediately below the badly fragmented frontal and parietal bones 
Just anterior to the region of the coronal suture. 



Here we learn that the entrance wound in the head, never measured by the autopey doctors 
who preferred to locate it merely aa "slightly above" the occipital protuberance, was 
actually J0£> above that point. No silly millimeter here. That ia 4 inches higher 
than the autopsy doctors made out, putting the wound high on the back of the President's 
head instead of near the hairline as the doctors swore to and depicted on drawings. 

This ia how the panel "supported" the autopsy report, 
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
